The advantages to rural school 
children of high school age of the 
establishment of larger units of ad­ 
ministration of school affairs, mak­ 
ing wealthier districts with more 
adequate funds for school purposes, 
were stressed by speakers from the 
state Department of Public Instruc­ 
tion Thursday afternoon at the fifth 
annual convention-picnic of the Ad­ 
ams County School Directors asso­ 
ciation.

ered at the Arendtsville Union park 
for the annual event. 
Following the dinner which opened 
j the program and an address by 
I Salom Rizk, Utica, New York, who is 
making a speaking tour of the coun­ 
try, 
the convention session 
was 
called to order by Roy M. Raffens- 
perger, Butler township, president 
of the Adams County Board of 
School Directors. 
Singing was led 
by Luther M. Lady, Biglerville, 
Explains Rural Situation 
Raymond W. Robinson, chief of 
consolidation and transportation in 
the Department of Public Instruc­ 
tion, spoke on "Larger Units of 
School Administration.” 
He stated 
that many boys and girls in rural 
districts are penalized educationally 
because high schools are not avail­ 
able to them due to transportation 
problems. 
At the same time boys 
and girls of the same age in urban 
districts may attend large schools 
with the best facilities, while many 
school districts in the county are 
too small to maintain a complete 
educational program. 
He said that 
from 800 to 1,000 pupils is enough 
to support a complete program. 
Complications arise, the speaker 
said, when districts that have no 
high schools send their pupils to 
nearby districts that offer higher 
education. He stated that districts 
receiving non-resident students on 
a tuition basis have found it in­ 
creasingly difficult to accommodate 
and provide educational training for 
these extra students. 
This, Robin­ 
son said, is due to the fact that the 
non-resident students bear 
their 
proportionate share of only the in­ 
struction and operation costs while 
no financial support is given for 
building facilities. 
Some districts 
have found it necessary to refuse to 
take the non-residents unless more 
taxable wealth is available for school 
purposes. 
Suggests 3 Solutions 
Robinson 
listed 
three 
possible 
solutions for the problem; first, the 
creation of union school districts; 
second, formation of joint school 
boards, and third, the use of the 
school merger act passed by the 
1937 Legislature. 
Under that act 
all districts with IO teachers or less 
will soon be required to 
vote 
on 
some merger plan to be determined 
by the county board of school di­ 
rectors. 
Discussing the topic. 
“Are 
We 
Doing the Best for the 
Boy 
and 
Girl?” Dr. Paul L. Cressman. di­ 
rector of the bureau of instruction 
of the state department, said: “The 
need today is for secondary schools 
large enough to offer any type of 
training that a boy or girl wishes 
If we can satisfy the 
vocational 
desires of these high school stu­ 
dents they will remain In school 
longer 
and

youth of school age. Idleness is one 
of tile chief causes of crimea 
“There are too many small high 
schools in Pennsylvania. The only 
thing many of them offer Is col­ 
lege preparatory work, in spite of 
the fact that only a very small per­ 
centage of high school students go 
to college."

Scattered rainfall was reported in 
Maryland, Minnesota. Idaho, and In­ 
diana. 
A downpour in Louisville 
sent the temperature tumbling from 
91 to 74 degrees early Thursday 
night, but. continued warm weather 
was forecast for today. 
Kansas City, where the tempera­ 
ture has risen above 90 every day 
except one since July 22. expected a 
maximum of IOO degrees.

Washington, Aug 5 (AP)—Advo­ 
cates of a super-highway system to 
criss-cross the nation revived hopes 
today such a program would be con­ 
sidered by the next Congress in view 
of a toll road project in Pennsyl­ 
vania 
Senator Bulkley 
(D-Ohio) 
pro­ 
posed at the last session a vast 
national toll road system to cost 
$10,000,000,000, but the measure was 
left pending before a committee at 
adjournment.

Writer Says War With Russia 
Would Cost Japan Its China Lands

New York, Aug. 5—Japan's appeal 
to Soviet Russia for peace in their 
warfare at the junction of the 
Manchoukuo-Siberia-Korea borders 
is good news, but not unexpected. 
Its good news because it may 
spike a possible world war. 
It’s not unexpected because the 
wise men of the east have made it 
clear that the Nipponese can scarcely 
hope 
to 
wage 
war 
successfully 
against China and Russia at the 
same time. 
Even 
now 
the 
Mikado's 
war- 
machine in China is encountering 
mighty tough going, and the Jap­ 
anese people are hard-pressed to find 
the wherewithal to keep it running. 
All of which sums up to this: War 
with Russia might easily cost Japan 
the great gains made thus far in 
the conquest of China. 
That would be like losing Aladdin’s 
lamp and the vast treasures it con­ 
trolled. 
Japan has overrun about 
a million square miles, including 
Manchoukuo. 
This great area is 
one-third the size of continental 
United States, with a population of 
235,000,000—nearly twice that of our 
country. 
This includes some of the earth’s 
richest lands. 
It represents a new 
empire for Japan—if she can con­ 
solidate and hold her gains, which 
the Chinese doggedly insist she can­ 
not do. 
It is more or less the complete an­ 
swer to Japan’s urge for expansion 
and a self-sufficiency to make her 
independent of the outside world. 
There would seem to be little rea­ 
son why the Soviet shouldn't be 
ready to dicker with Tokyo now, for 
the Muscovites must feel that they ! 
are sitting pretty. 
Irrespective of who started the 
border scrap (and it is very difficult 
to pick the shell with the pea under 
it in this game) it would seem that 
its results must please Moscow no 
end. 
The point is this: Japan has half 
a million or more crack troops in i 
Manchoukuo to guard the Manchou- I 
kuoan-Siberian border. She is said I 
to need those soldiers badly in the I 
prosecution of her drive against 
Chinese Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek in the critical battle waging 
along the Yangtze. 
Russia has been aiding China in 
every 
way possible 
“unofficially.” , 


Now along comes this border war ­ 
fare at the psychological moment 
to tie the half million Japanese war­ 
riors in Manchoukuo. 
It needs no 
more fighting to achieve that pur­ 
pose. Japan will scarcely dare with­ 
draw these men now, even if a truce 
is declared 
Of course, if Japan didn’t have the 
Chinese show on her hands, her a t­ 
titude towards Russia might be 
much different. 
Even 
the most 
cautious person wouldn’t venture to 
I suggest that there is any love be- 
I tween the two.
